The County Unit System and I 


Pull up a chair and let’s you and I talk about the county unit system. 


If you are a lifelong 


citizen of Atlanta, or a newcomer who has lived nowhere in Georgia except Atlanta, you resent the 


county unit system, and you may not like this column. 


On the other hand, if you are a life-long 


citizen of a two-unit county who hasn’t spent much time in Atlanta and who fears that a unified 
city vote will mean a city political machine controlling Georgia, you probably won’t care for this dis- 


cussion. 


This writing is from one who is somewhat of a citizen-at-large of the State. 


A person who 


has lived in four-unit counties and six-unit counties. Me. 


I was living in Clarke County when the coun- 
ty unit system was enacted into Georgia law. 
The law gave my father six times as much of 
a vote as it did the big-city Atlantan. The popu- 
lation of Clarke County then was 23,273, as com- 
pared with Fulton’s 177,733. We folks in Ath- 
ens thought that was all right, because otherwise 
Atlanta might try to run the State. At the same 
time, the first year of the unit system saw the 
voter in Echols County have 20 times as heavy a 
vote as Fulton County. It never occurred to us 
that the citizens in tiny Echols County had four 
times as heavy a vote as the citizen of Clarke 
County. Clarke had four unit votes. Fulton had 
six: Echols had two. 


county. My vote was worth less than one-half as 
much as it was when I had lived in Sumter 
County. However, it still was nearly five times 

il as the vote in Fulton County. Bibb’s 


‘Atlanta, and the strength of 


most of my life thus far in Athens, followed by 
brief stays in Americus and Macon, I now had 
become the ogre of the smaller sections . .. the 
big-city voter. My vote was worth only one- 
sixth what it would be had 1 remained in Ath- 
ens; eleventh what it would have been had I 
stayed in Americus, and one-fifth what it would 
have been had I continued to live in Macon.

I am more familiar with what is being done on my Conunittee,. 


which has been in daily session for more than a month in an 
effort to bring about tax adjustments to ease some of the worst 
pain now being suffered by our patient taxpayers, and at the 
same time, not endanger the integrity of the Federal revenues, nor 
further increase the Federal deficit. : 


Moans The job is a hard one. If you could sit with us and 

hear the various groups and classes relate their par- 
ticular problems and assure us that no other group is carrying so 
weighty a burden, you would then anderstand why some wag in 
the House once said that ours was not the Committee on Ways and 
Means, but the Committee on Woes and Moans. 


And we cannot laugh off these moans of our people over their 
tax ‘woes. They are entitled to as much relief as it is possible to 
give them. Most every group has appeared before us except the 
consumers of tebacco and alcoholic beverages. These groups pay 
the highest tax of all—the Federal tax on a pack of cigarettes is 
seven cents, and most States impose an additional tax. The tobacco 
costs three cents, or less than half of the Federal tax, while the 
Federal tax on a gallon of whiskey is $10. Consumers seem to 
think these products cheap at any price. 


Loopholes The President suggested that excise taxes be low- 
ered in the same amount as we might recoup for 
the Treasury by closing of loopholes and making adjustments. 

Some of the loopholes mentioned were collapsible corporations, 
such as those set up by moving picture producers for the production 
of only one picture and its liquidation after finishing the picture 
and before receipts from its distribution start, and some in the con- 
struction business where liquidation takes place before the houses 
are sold, so as to permit the tax to be recovered on a capital-gains 
basis rather than from direct income. 

Selling business property by going concerns, and some sales of 
livestock by cattlemen and dairymen, so as to deduct losses from 
income rather than to reflect them in capital gain accounts are simi- 
lar practices in the reverse. 

The Treasury urges a change in the law relating to those or- 
ganizations new enjoying a tax-exempt status under Section 101 
(12) and suggests that the regular corporation tax rate be applied to 
business activities engaged in by religious, educational, charitable 
and eleemosynary organizations which are wholly unrelated to the 
ordinary functions of the organization. ’ 

Thus if an agricultural college operated a farm or.a bookstore, 
neither would be taxed, but if it owned and operated a watch fac- 
tory the profits of the latter venture would be taxed. 

They have also urged our attention to a growing system of “lease- 
backs,” an example being where a manufacturing company sells 
or gives its plant to a college which makes an addition, then leases 
it back to the company who continue to operate it. The College 
collects tax-free rents Which are more than enough to pay for the 
additions. 

Some co-operatives and charitable trusts that do not pay out 
virtually all of their income each year for charitable purposes, 
and are not supported by the public generally, are other organiza- 


tions under study. 

Other suggestions are to reduce the depletion al- 
Allowances lowance against gross profits now permitted to 
operators of oil and gas wells, coal, iron and other metallic as 
well as some nonmetallic mines. These depletion allowances were 
made for the purpose of covering the exhaustion of their resources 
and to encourage the discovery of new mines and wells, but it is 
claimed the allowances are far too much, and suggests that the 
oil and gas depletion allowances be reduced from 2712% to 15%, 
sulphur from 23% to 15%, and others to remain at 15%, coal at 
5%, and all nonmetallics at 5%. 

Suggestions for changes in the law concerning short selling on 
stock and commodity exchanges were made. 

Any revenue we thus gain is to be used in reducing excise 
taxes. 

Some of these excise taxes are collegted at the manufacturing 
level—like tobacco, cigars and cigarettes, alcoholic beverages, auto- 
mobile tires-and parts, etc., while others are collected at the retail 
level—like jewelry, cosmetics, furs, railroad tickets, etc. I think 
some of those which should be reduced first are the taxes on 
ladies’ handbags of the medium and lower prices, toilet articles, 
telephone and telegraph messages, railroad and transportation, 
motion picture and other admission taxes. 


B al ance I think the most important need in government today 
is a balanced budget. Our tax rates are high enough, 
and now produce over $40,000,000,000 a year. 

Federal spending should be cut now. It is the only way our 
budget can be balanced, but it cannot be done without the co- 
operation of our people. 

When cuts are proposed here, the people back home begin to 
howl and form pressure groups, send telegrams, write letters, pass 
resolutions—mostly beginning like this: “We know the budget should 
be balanced, but-——.” In 1948 the House cut the appropriations 
some $2,000,000,000, but before those bills came back to us from 
the conference committees most of it had been restored. It was 
the same story in 1949 and may be the same in 1950. 

The Federal Government is carrying too great a portion of the 
local program, and we could cut expenditures for national defense 
and European and world recovery if everybody pulls together. 

I am going to vote for such reductions. 

Perhaps I have heard too many moans and listened to too many

WASHINGTON—Our Government is storing grain in condemned gymnasiums, 
busted-down airplane hangars, abandoned ships, and—for all I know—0ld shoe 


boxes, wrecked sedans, and laundry bags. 
We have so much wheat on hand now that if not one more sprig were grown 


a all year, there still would be plenty of bread to go around. But a new avalanche 
of grain is coming up. And finding myself among some of America’s leading grain specialists, I 


asked one of them what they were going to do. 


“Durned if I know,” he said. 


The solution is obvious: Lazier farmers. Let 
*em emulate Squire Othman, who directs his 
rural enterprise from a hammock, who has come 
to admire weeds in his corn patch, and who 
never has seen the dawn in his life, except when 
coming in a little late from the night before. 

This sounds like heavy-handed spoofing, I 
know, but there’s a small vein of seriousness in 
it, too. The problem of farm surpluses is des- 
perate and rapidly growing desperater. Now 
we've got the Agriculture Department asking for 
another $2,000,000,000 so its Commodity Credit 
Corporation can buy up more crops from farm- 
ers and then worry about where to put ’em on 
account of all the bins being full. 

It’s easy enough, though costly, to dye pota- 
toes blue and bury ’em; to dry eggs and let ’em 
grow stale in a Kansas cave, but grain is some- 
thing else. It is practically everlasting. Corn 
taken from Inca tombs centuries old still is near- 
ly as good as new... 

That is worrying Congress. What to do with 
the stuff? ‘The House Banking and Currency 
Committee at the moment is trying to decide 
whether to give the CCC the extra billions it 
wants and it is asking leaders in the grain trade 
for advice. 

These gents, all old-timers in the business, 
claim the Government’s corporation suddenly has 
become by far the largest grain trader in the 
world. By Spring, they say, it will have tem- 


porary storage capacity for 475,000,000 bushéls,. 


or more than all the privately-owned elevators 
in America. 

They charge further that the CCC is turning 
into another mighty governmental bureaucracy, 
which unreels red tape faster than it builds stor- 
age bins. They cite specific examples to show 
that a man selling a carload of grain to the 
CCC is fortunate if he gets all his money six 
months later. They doubt, as the surpluses get 
larger, that the Government’s grain buyers will 
get any more efficient. 


“You just can’t turn an elephant around 
in a bird cage,” explained Edmund Mar- 
shall, Vice President of the Shannon Grain 
Company, of Kansas City, in telling why this 
behemoth among corporations couldn’t speed 
up its bookkeeping. 


Nobody among the wheat and corn dealers 
would put it in so many words; neither would 
the Congressmen, but I got the idea that some 
of them were wishing fervently for a trop fail- 
ure. That sounds cockeyed, but another bumper 
harvest this year could wreck the price support 
program. 

So I recommend my own farming methods in 
Fairfax County, Virginia. Sleep late every morn- 
ang, play golf when the weather is good for

and thereby do poor, old, overburdened Uncle

Sheds New Light 
Qn Some Old Subjects

sideration is comfort and the 
eye is only comfortab!e with 
what it is accustomed to, Mr. 
Commery feels that the answer 
to today’s lighting problems Lies 
in portable lamps, because they 
are familiar and create an im- 
pression of warmth and friend- 
liness (as we now understand 
it), but also because this is the 
most inexpensive method of 
lighting. 

Light should be distributed 
evenly on all four walls of a 
room, especialy in a room where 
you watch a television screen, 
so that there is no conscious ef- 
fort to avoid a light that is too 
bright or strain toward one that 
is too dim.

_ A great need for enforced licensing of day nurseries is 
being voiced here by Mrs. Dorothy Beers, Day Care Con- 
sultant for the Child Welfare League of America. 

“There is an old law in Georgia which requires licens- 
ing of day nurseries, but this law is not being implemented 
at the present time, so there are no standards required of 
these nurseries and there is no guarantee children won't 
be victimized by people who just want to make money,” 


Mrs. Beers pointed out. 


Mrs. Beers came to Atlanta 
yesterday atthe reffuest of the 
Community Planning Council to 
discuss day care problems here. 

“In many instances where un- 
licensed care is allowed, there 
are fires in the buildings, the 
children are exposed to all kinds 
of diseases, they are wunder- 
nourished and even. injured,” 
Mrs. Beers said. 


“The child’s personality de- 
velopment is endangered as well 
as his safety,” Mrs. Beers de- 
clared, “because many of the 
nurseries ‘do not have a pro- 
fessional staff.” 


She emphasized the import- 
ance of a staff that had special 
training in early childhood edu- 
cation and. child delevolpment. 
Children who do not have the 
advantage of this specialized 
care are frequently the young- 
sters who later on need the 
services of the juvenile courts, 
child guidance clinics, foster 
homes, or corrective institutions. 
This “treatment” costs society 
twice as much as the “preven- 
tive legislation” program the 
League is promoting, Mrs. Beers 
declared. 


The laws should include re- 
quirements concerning the phys- 
ical plant, fire prevention, sani- 
tation facilities, number of chil- 
dren in a given space and num- 
ber of adults in proportion to 
the children, training and per- 
sonality of the adult supervis- 
ors, provisions for meals and 
sleeping, opportunities for both 
indoor and outdoor pwy, and a 
health program that includes 
such safeguards as immuniza- 
tion and daily inspection for evi- 
dence of communicable diseases, 
according to the consultant.
